The public security ministry has launched a "major shake-up" of its 1.2 million 
member police force in preparation for the introduction of & new ranking system in 
October, according to press reports. More than 9,000 officers are to be removed for 
incompetence, and another 200.000 have been ordered to attend classes.-

resumed publicizing selected cases of police corruption and abuse of authority as pan of
